So Geneua map at this time well conkeſſe, 


From my youth vpward they haue attempted a- 
gaiaſt mee a thouland miſchicfes; but yet they haue 
not been able to ouercome or deſtroy mee.

Rochette chiefe Pꝛeſedent of the Senat of 
Chambery tothe Magiſtrates of Geucua, to let 


them vnderſtand that hee was reſolued ts liue 
in peace with them, ſince it hath pleaſed the 


them in the treatizeof peace betwirt him and 
the king: and that they might beſure that Hee 
would obſerue it inuiolable tn euery poynt. 

Meuertheleſſe the Duke of Sauoy ( an olde 
and hapnousenemie dnto Geneua) did depart 
from Thurio on Tueſday the. bii. of Decem⸗ 
ber, and atiued at a Towne called La-Roche, 
diſtant from Geneva foure of their Leagues: 
where he had the thouſand men, ſome Spa- 


niarde, ſome Italians, and ſome French and Sa- 


uoyers: who on Saterday the. ri. of the ſame 
month the ſame night, hauing called vnto him 
their chiefe Captaines and Leaders, did diſ- 
couer vnto them his enterpꝛile, exhoꝛting them 
to behaue them ſelues valiant ip: out of the 
which, he made choyce of the hundꝛed of the 
— and reloluteſt of them, to giue the Als 
ault. 

From thence they marched towardes the 
Citie of Geneua at one of the clocke after mid⸗ 
night, where they ariued about ny of the 
clocke inthe night: the Duke himſelfe (taped

This ended they appzathed the wales of 
the Cittie,beeing fauoured with the darkneſſe 
of the night, a thicke miſt, and ſharpe winde. 
and cauſed his men to caſt into the Tovne- 
ditch certaine Faggots : on the which they 
rayſed thie Ladders, in a ranke tped togt- 
ther. (It was in a place diſtant lome fiftie 
Hates from the Sentinell, betwixt the New- 
gate and the Money: gate.) The kirſt (being a⸗ 
bout th:wicoze in number) all Shot, entred 
the Cittie. One of them kaigned himſelfe to 
be the rovond, and went toward the Sentinelt 
fo: to tzill him: who fæling himſelfe hurt, lip- 


ped downe from the Terraſſe (which is a Hill 
ng allo fauoured with the

darknefſe of the night and thicke miſt, came 
into the Cittie by the Gate (called Tartaſe) 
which iscommonly open, becauſe it is within 
the alles, audgaue the Towne the Alarme.

iraight wayes: ſo that in an infant, all pla 
tes, ballions, and pallages were filled, 


- Buthowſoeuer they vſed all diligence, it 

was impoſſible fo2 them to hinder the en- 
trance of ſome the hundꝛed of the Enemie, 
(which were as hath beenlayd) all Captaines 
and Commaunders, men of authozitie and 
courage, armed from top to to:as they vnders 
ſtode afterwardes by the confeſion of cer- 
taine Puloners. 


The Enemte placed themſelues in order 
vpon the Walles of that quarter, in a place 
diſtant ſtom the Corps du Gard ſome two hun- 
dzedPaces, endeuozing to poſſeſſe the New- 
gate, And ſo to giue entraunce by their Petart 
vnto their Men, which ſtaped without at the 
Bzidge-fcote. 


Comming neare vnto the ſayd place with 
their Petart, he that carped it, and ſhould haue 
iyzed it, was killed by an Ambüſcado. 


The Gate (where there were but twentie 
and fiue men ol the Citie) was loſt and wonne 
againe th:e times: yet the Enemie was tt- 
nally conſtrapned to retire, by the meanes of 
àn Italian Captaine called Brandano, comming 
from vel Towne-houle ofthe Cittte with ſome

courage, fell vpon them. 


The Enemie ſ&ing themſelues thus put 
backe, did ſerke to get the Gate called Tartaſe: 
fro whence they were repulled by the meanes 
of the Corps du Garde, From thence they retur- 
ned towards the Mony-gae,intending to fo:ce 
it, but all in baine : fo2 the Poꝛtcullis was let 
downe, and the Chaines vp, and five hundꝛed 
Cittzens were appoynted to guard the hart of 
the Cutie. 46 067 0 


In the meane time, thoſe of the Citie aſſaul⸗ 


ted their Enemies th2ough the houſes which 
were neare vnto the Malles of the Cittie: but 
the Enemie gaue great reſiſtaunce, and came 
ſtill vp by the Ladders, to the number of th:e 
hundꝛed: whereby their courage encreaſed 
much, and fought valiantly;crying-out as loud 
as thep could (but eſpecially a Trumpetter 
ſtanding vpon the Walles) Yive Z Eſpaigre, 
viue Sauoje God ſaue Spaine and Sauoy : the 


Towne is wonne. 


They fo2ced two Houles neare the Wall 
with two Petarts, and many of their chiefeſt 
Men thereby entred the Houſes, meaning 
thereby to gaine the place called La Monnoye: 
but ſodainely they were conſtrayned to = 


thirtie Citizens : who with a great furte and

with loſſe or men: Foz one hundꝛed and fiftie 


the Cittie, were ſent toluccour them: yea, the 
Women came with Halbards and Swozdes, 
all reſolute to die, oꝛ to repulit ine Cnemte, ere 
he ſhould ware ſtronger: which ting ſucces 
ded well. Foz the Enemie hauing prxcelued 
that by the diſcharging ol a Canon, that Was 
on the Bulwarke oi the Ne- gate, being cho de 
ged with Chapnes and Naples, one of their 
Ladders being bꝛoken, and bet wirt thirtie 
and tfourtie of their men which were comming 
vp) loꝛe maymed,. were greatly aſtoniſhed, 
any none of them durſt afterwards come vp: 
Thoſe which were got into the Cittie, were 
allo much amazed, and began to flpe, hearing 
the ſound of the Betraite, running downe with 
moꝛe haſte then they came vp: apartof them 
did fall head- long downe into the Ditch: the 
reſt, bing an hundꝛed, oz ſirſcoze, were either 
killed, oz ſoꝛe hurt: except thirtœne, who being 
taken aliue, retuſing to confeſſe any thing, 
were hanged the ſame day, notwithſtanding 
their offering of great Banſome,

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The gratious deliuerance of 
Monſieur Dalbigay was at the kote of the 
Ladder, making ſhew to tome vp: but ſwing 
al ſuccæded not wel, feygned to haue a qualme 
ne ouer his ſtomacke, and fo retired him⸗ 
elke. 
Imongi the pꝛiloners that were hanged, 
Were Melsieurs de Sonas Schaffardon, and Dar- 
tinac: theit ſentence was, that hauing in open 
peate attempted àgainſt the Cittie, thep were 
not to be eſtemed as Pꝛiſoners ot Marre, but 
as Robbers and M airthzrers : and that theres 
foꝛe thep delerued death . Then was there a 
Galhouſe of purpoſe ſet vp on the Bulwarke 
of the N:w-gatc, Whereon they were hanged 
tn theaiternwne the lame day, 


The dead beſides thele thirtene) were as 
bout foure ſcoꝛe, beſides thole which were 
downed in the Ditch; and many loze maimed, 


Among the dead, was the ſonne ofthe Mar⸗ 
queſſe De Lullin, the ſonne of the Marquelle De 
Trefort, Monficur de Cornage & de La Tour, 
Liue tenant an) Jancient-bearer to Monſicur 
Daloiggy. | 


The heads of all the dead men were cut off, 
an) ſet on Poles vpon the Malles where they 
WTentred their bodpes were caſt into the

The Enemie retired themlelues to a Mil 


lage called Etreablieres, diſtant ſome League 
from Geneua, carping many ot theit dead and 


maimed men: amongſt the whicy were the 


Baron De La Valdiſaite, Generall of the Fot- 
men, and many others of Commaun?d: and be⸗ 
ing ariued at Roche, and making a reuiew of 
their men, found betwirxt thꝛee and toure hun⸗ 
dꝛed ol them wanting. 


The Duke cauſed foure Captaines (bœing 


Spaniards)to be hanged, fo2 not executing their 
tharge, in aſſaulting of the towne on the other 
lide; which being done, he himlelte rode poſt 
to Thurin. 


- Tholeofthe Cittie loſt ſome lixtæene men: 
amongſt whom, was Monſieur Canal, one of 
the — 9 — being th ſcoꝛe and tenne 
peates old. Captaine Vandell, Marke Cambi- 
ago, Peter Cabriol, Maiſter Nicholas, Maſſon, 
Bandieres, Debolo, and lome others: and ſome 
twentie hurt, | 


The Cittie was p:eſently relieved with 
thx hundzed Swytlers of Berna, being their 
neighbours and conſederates, Ioking daplp 


and wondertull deliverance : a ſtnguler conti⸗ 
nuance oi his mercy,that he laughing at their

linke downe into the Pit, which they had pꝛe⸗ 
pared toꝛ thoſe that know the Loꝛd, and truſt 
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The gratious deliuerance of 
complots, had taken the cauſe ok his people 
into his owne hands: and as a tuft Judge, dil⸗ 
comfiting their Enemies, hath. made them 


in him. Let therefore Iſcael truſt in the Lord, for 
with the Lord is mercie and great redemption. 


Oallthis Narration there is a double bſe, 
and he that hath a ſanctifyed hart, ſhall (no 
doubt) pꝛotit by it therein. - 
Firft, wee may ſee what affiance oꝛ truſt is 
to bæ giuen to the woꝛdes and pꝛomiles of the 


Popiſh and Spaniſh faction: ok the which, the 


Sauoyard is not one ofthe leaſt limbes 02 mem⸗ 
bers: and that [ould mwue vs not to be ſo 
readie to relie oꝛ reſt vpon their lapꝛe woꝛdes 
and ſpeaches, as ſome would haue vs, but to 
carry our ſelues (it not ſuſpitious of them, pet 
wartlp with them: and the rather, becaule it 
is a reteiued maxime amongſt them, and as 
one would lap, an overruled caſe) that Fayth 
is not to be held with Beretickes, luch as they 
( vniuſtly) hold vs to be. 


Secondly, wer may behold that great re⸗ 
garde, and moꝛe then fatherip care that the 
Lo2d hath to pꝛelerue and defend them, that 


with godly ſinceritie and lingleneſſe of hart, 


walke in the obedience of his whole trueth .

vs, and wer are in dede. And on the other 
lide. it (ſhould ſtirre vs bp with confidence of 
hart, and aſſurance of hope, wholly to depend 


pvpon him: who, though fo2 the trpall of our 


Fayth, the pzofe of our Patience, the puniſh- 


beſt knowne to his owne Miledome, he ap⸗ 
popnt vs to bee ſundꝛy wapes ererciſed, pet 
will together with the temptation, make an 
iſſue out of the ſame, aud pꝛouide a wap fo2 vs 
to eſcape, as ſhall bee moſt fo2 his glozp, and 
our god: Ind this ſhould bee no meane com- 


tribulations,
